They doubt, however, that the 
seeding operations had a major 
impact on the weather. They be- 
lieve it was merely a coinci- 
dence that ; North Vietnam in 
November, 1971, was lashed by 
the worst storms in four dec- 
ades. Floods washed out roads, 
destroyed villages and caused 
more damage than four years of 
U.S. bombing. • ’ 

But these storms, the experts 
insist,’ were produced by natu- 
ral causes.’

He con- 
tended that the litigation is part 
of a harassment oc campaign 
against hia dienf fay an ton 
named rival organization. , \
